‘Malpractice’ 
caseload high 


The nationwide malpractice 
suit problem continues and is 
affecting this area with special 
emphasis, authorities said 
today. 

Madison County is regarded 
as one of the leading areas in 
the. nation in terms of the 
number of suits filed against 
medical doctors and hospitals, 
also in the size of jury awards to 
those filing suits. 

Physicians are. regarded as 
about equally competent in 
various parts of the U. S., but 
some regions tend to be more 
willing than-others to find in 
favor of the plaintiffs. 
Judgments often are rendered 
in six-figure amounts, taking 
into account the loss of potential 
future earnings. 

Malpractice insurance is 
becoming more costly across 
the nation, forcing some doctors 
to give up their practices en- 


tirely, and further aggravating 
the doctor shortage. 

Examples are two 1975 
lawsuits filed against groups of 
doctors that include Granite 
Cityans. 

One suit asks for $2,100,000, 
alleging inadequate surgical 
procedures and post-operative 
care related to a traumatized 
common duct following upper 
abdominal pain. } 

The woman filing the’ suit 
says she has been impaired in 
pursuing her usual and ordinary 
activities and requires close 
supervision even for brief walks 
within her home.

More than usual are 
eligible for refunds 


Each year, through excessive 
withholding, millions of tax- 
payers overpay their income 
taxes. When return filing 
time rolls around, they are in 
line for refunds rather than 
further payments, H. A. 
Schussele, president of the 
Illinois Society of Certified 
Public Accountants, noted 
today. 

This year, the depressed 
economy has placed’ in this 
category many additional 
Americans — those who were 
out of work for at least part of 
1974. - 

During the time they were 
working, taxes were withheld at 
a rate based on the assumption 
that the taxpayers would be 
earning the same incomes all- 
year, which proved not to be the 
case. 

How can those with refunds 
coming get the money Uncle 
Sam owés them, without delay? 

‘The only way is to file income 
tax returns early. The returns 
must be accompanied by W-2 
forms from employers, stating 
total wages paid and income 
taxes, Social Security and other 
payments taken out of it. 

Employers had until Jan. 31 
to send these forms to employes 
still working, while those who 
were laid off with little 
likelihood of being rehired 
before the end of the year 
received their W-2s within 30 
days after they were paid their 
final wages, the Illinois CPA 
Society president said. 

Persons with moderate in- 
comes sometimes fail to file tax 
returns because they know the 
full tax on what they earned has 
been paid. They overlook the 
fact that any overwithholding 
will not be refunded unless they 
send in a return. 

Does the receipt of unem- 
ployment benefits, welfare 
payments and food stamps 
affect one’s tax liability? It does 
not; these are nontaxable forms 
of income, Schussele related. 

If you have, enough of them, 
exemptions — worth $750 each 
— can reduce your taxable 
income substantially, he adds. 

Most people are aware that 
they can claim exemptions for 
themselves, for a spouse with 
whom they file a joint tax 


_return, and for dependents. But 


who- qualified as a dependent?, 
dent? 

What about the child in 
college who is over 19? Or the 
aged parent ina nursing home? 
Or the person, not a relative, 
who lives in your home? 

Schussele urges taxpayers to 
take advantage of all the 
exemptions to which they are 
entitled. 
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With certain exceptions in 
order for an individual to. 


must have during the tax ys 

—Obtained more than half 
support from you. 

—Had a gross income under 
$750. (This does not apply to 
your children under 19, nor. to 
those older than that who are 
full-time students.) _ 

—Lived with you for the 
entire year. (This does not 
apply to close relatives.) 

—Been‘a citizen or resident of 
the United States, Canada, 
Mexico or Panama, 

—Not filed a joint return with 
some other person, unless it was 
only to claim a tax refund, not 
because the tax return was 
required. (Called the Archie 
Bunker rule because Archie’s 
daughter is married toa student 
but lives in her parents’ home.) 

Generally, a person who was 
a qualified dependent for any 
period of the year, however 
brief, can be claimed for the full 
exemption. 

Thus, ~you may claim an 
exemption for a person who 
may have died in 1974 or a 
person you married or adopted, 
no matter how late in the year. 
But there are some exceptions: 

—If your” spouse had in- 
dependent income, the exemp- 
tion can be claimed only if you 
file jointly. 

, —If your spouse died and you 
remarried during the tax year, 
you cannot claim late 


qualify as yqur dependent, ie |

Spouse as a dependent. 

—If you were divorced or 
legally separated at the end of 
the tax year, you can’t claim the 
former spouse. e 

A person who is 65 or whose 
eyesight has fallen below a 
specified level can claim a 
second exemption. Thus, a 
couple filing jaintly, both past 65 
or legally blind, may claim four 
exemptions. 

But if persons in such: con- 
dition are dependents of 
someone else, that other person 
cannot claim’ the extra exemp- 
tions. 

In the case of an elderly 
person, more than half of whose 
support is provided by several 
children, none of whom 
provides 50 per cent or more of 
the support, the parent can be 
taken as a dependent on a 
rotating basis. 

Any one of those contributing 
more than 10 per cent of the 
support claims the exemption, 
while other contributors of

Self-employment tax 
applies to many here 


Significant- numbers of 
Springfield District taxpayers 
who perform part-time work as 
a sideline may be unaware that 
this additional income could be 
subject to self-employment tax, 
the Internal Revenue Service 
reports. 

ra S. Loeb, district director 
of Internal Revenue for Central 
and Southern Illinois, pointed 
out that, for self-employment 
tax purposes, “self-employed” 
means more than regular full- 
time business activities. 

“It also covers certain part- 
time work, including what you 
do at home or on the side in 
addition to your regular job,” 
he noted. 

“It is important for the person 
with a sideline job to pay the 
tax,”’ Loeb stressed, “‘to ensure 
that he gets full Social Security 
credit for all his earnings.” 

Loeb said earnings often 
overlooked as subject to self- 
employment tax are the items 
usually reported as ‘Other 
Income’’‘on Form 1040 or 1040A. 

An example cited by Loeb as 
a sideline activity subject to 
self-employment tax is 
bookkeeping and related ser- 
vice for several clients by an 
individual serving as an in- 
dependent contractor. 

Another example is repair 
work on radios and televisions 
performed by an individual in 
his home as a sideline. 

The income such individuals 
derive from these activities, 
according to Loeb, is  self- 
employment income.. 

Owners of boarding houses 
and apartment houses, tourist 
homes or motels.are subject to 
self-employment tax on income 
received if services aré also 
rendered for the occupants. 

OtheF sideline income usually 
subject to self-employment tax 
includes activities involving 
sewing and alterations, 
musicians’ fees, contract labor, 
directors’ fees, officiating at 
sports, construction work,

Loeb explained that the self- 
employment tax is part of the 
system providing Social 
Security coverage for persons 
who work for themselves. 

Each self-employed person 
must pay self-employment tax 
on part or all of his income to 
help finance Social Security 
benefits, which are payable to 
self-employed persons as well 
as wage earners. 

“You must file an income tax 
return and pay — self- 
employment tax if you have net 
earnings from self-employment 
of $400 or more, even though you 
are not otherwise required to 
file an income tax return,”’ Loeb 
added. 

Although a husband files a 
joint return with his wife, the 
wife is not considered to be a 
self-employed person with 
respect to the husband’s net 
earnings from self- 
employment. But if the wife has 
self-employment income of her 
own, Loeb said, that income is 
subject to the self-employment 
tax

Social pressures 
affect family size 


By. CATHERINE R, MAUCK

The average size of American 
families: has become smaller 
over the -years, mostly for 
economic reasons. 

But new research at John 
Hopkins University an family 
size reveals other factors 
regarding the impact, of social 
pressures’ on young couples 
toward having children. 

Trends noted in the survey 
showed that more wives under 
25 wanted two children and 


fewer wanted three or more - 


children. 

There was also an increase in 
the number of wives who ex- 
pected to remain childless. 

Both men and women ap- 
parently are under pressure 
from parents and other close 
relatives and friends to have at 
least one child. Women, more so 
than men, seemed to expect 
that their social relationships 
with other couples of near the 
same age would be adversely 
affected if they remained 
childless. . 

And some childless couples 
were concetned that ‘others 
would consider them selfish 
because they had no children. 

Many parents with only one 
child were concerned over the 
child being socially and per- 
sonally disadvantaged. The 
parents also thought that others 
would consider an only child a 
“spoiled’’ child, according to 
the survey. 
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friends s 


While there. seemed to be 
outside pressure for the couples 
to have at least one child, there 
also seemed to be pressure to 
limit family size to under five 
children. 

Unless’ major social or 
economic changes occur, social 
pressure will probably continue 
to maintain the two-child lower 
limit as the acceptable family 
size. 

There are three conditiois 
that could reverse the current 
two-children, trend toward 
larger families again: 

First, if the costs of rearing 
children don’t increase, having 
a third or fourth child might be 
viewed more in the light of 
personal wishes than as an 
economic. or financial con- 
sideration. 

Second, a shorter. work week 
with more time for family 
activities eould increase in- 
volvement and interest in more 
children. 

Third, attractive .job op- 
portunities may or may not 
increase rapidly enough in the 
next 20 or 30 years to provide 
desirable employment for wef) 
educated women. If there aren't 
enough career opportunities, 
younger married women could 
divert their attention more to 
home-related activities which 
might include rearing more 
than two children. 

To date, a woman's em- 
ployment has been negatively 
associated with raising 
children. Yet, employed women 
feel just as much pressure to 
have a first and second child as 
do women who are full-time 
homemakers. 

It seems that adult roles for: 
women'still are defined mainly 
in terms of being a wife and 
mother.

The glittering array of com- * 


drainage factors involved in con- 
structing a new roadway from the 
25th Street area toward the vicinity 
of Nameoki and Pontoon Roads. 

Such a step is logical but it rein- 
forces citizens’ awareness of the 
ponderous nature of many public 
projects; awesome time spans and 
costs are associated with 
preliminary studies, development of 
plans and specifications, contract 
awards and actual construction. 

Since some form of access in ad- 
dition to that afforded by way of 
Fehling Road and Madison Avenue 
was needed “yesterday,” rather 
than months or years from now, one 
wonders if it might be the path of 
wisdom to beg or borrow enough in- 
dustrial slag to get the railroad 
right-of-way route paved and in im- 
mediate use. More customary 
paving then could follow as soon as 
possible, but the congestion mean- 
while would be eased. 


~Disagreement continues on aspects of abortion issue

+In January 1973 the U.S. Supreme 
Court handed down a 7-2 decision 
which sharply curtailed the power of 

e States to prohibit or regulate the 
performance of abortions. 

|The decision defined new legal 

inciples which had the effect of 
liberalizing abortion laws across the 
country. But it by no means put an 
end to the controversy this subject 
arouses. 

There is an index of depth and 
breadth of that controversy in the 
emotions aroused by the trial of a 
Boston doctor on charges of man- 
slaughter arising from an abortion 
pettormed under Massachusetts 
aw. 

The jury’s decision that he had 
wrongfully taken a life in the course 
of the operation could lead to 
another appeal to the Supreme Court 
for a clarification of abortion laws. 

Dr. Kenneth C, Edelin is insisting, 

with the support of spokesmen for: 
the American Medical Association 
that he had done nothing that was 
“‘}legal, immoral or bad medical 
practice.”’ 
, On the other hand, the verdict 
‘against him has given heart to 
organizations that have been trying 
‘to reverse the trend toward a more 
liberal, view of abortion which the 
1973. Supreme Court decision 
represents. 

Members of these organizations 
areas strong in their moral con- 
victions as are the supporters of Dr. 
Edelin. It is being contended that a 
child was killed who could actually 
have been allowed to be born and to 
live a normal life. 

The Boston case raises once 
again the question of when, during 
the course of a pregnancy, an un- 
born fetus shall be regarded as a 
, human being. 


That question stands on the fron- 
tier of human understanding. How 
one answers it may depend more on 
his religious and other beliefs than 
upon clinical or biological factors. 

Moreover, the abortion con- 
troversy is colored by sociological 
and political theories, such as the 
issue of population control and the 
issue of the rights of expectant 
mothers. ° 

The courts enter into an area that 
is almost mystical when they try to 
define what is: taking place in a 
mother’s womb. 

The words “‘life’’ and “death” roll 
off our tongues easily, but even doc- 
tors do not agree on exactly how to 
apply them to a biological organism. 

The medical profession is not 
wholly in agreement on what vital 
functions must cease in order to 
declare a person dead. The recent 
case in which a man in Milwaukee 
came ‘‘back to life,’’ 12 hours after 
he was officially pronounced dead, is 
a case in point. 

The abortion dilemma — in its 
purely legal sense — might be 
resolved if lawmakers and the cour- 
ts could rely upon incontrovertible 
scientific facts — or upon a body of 
widely ‘accepted professional 
opinion in making decisions that in- 
volve life and death. 

The only fact that seems to 
generate no dispute is that the num- 
ber of abortions being performed in 
America has risen sharply since the 
1973 liberalization of the law. 

It is estimated they numbered 
900,000 last year, ranking second 
only to tonsillectomies in the types of 
surgery most frequently performed. 

Americans appear to be as far as 
ever from general agreement on 
whether abortion laws as permissive 
as those now in effect are right or 
wrong.

The company’s principal 
customers are the automotive 
industry; oil and natural gas 
companies; manufacturers of 
appliances, air conditioning 
systems and refrigeration 
equipment; commercial 
builders; plumbing wholesalers 
and utility companies; farmers 
and ranchers; and railroad car 
builders. 

A. 0. Smith is the world’s 
largest manufacturer of 
automobile and truck frames. 

It is the leading producer of 
petroleum measuring 
systems, and the major 
manufacturer of automated 
animal feed processing and 
storage systems. 

It holds leading positions in 
the manufacture of water 
heating équipment and 
electric motors used in water 
systems, air conditioning and 
refrigeration. It is also one of 
the major elevator 
manufacturers in North 
America. 

Since its founding in 1874, A. 
O. Smith has pioneered many 
technical achievements which 
helped build the company from 
a manufacturer of baby 
carriages and bicycle frames to 
one which manufactures 
hundreds of products for 
thousands of customers

“Our economy, as well as 
those of the rest of the free 
world, was sharply affected by 
the Arab oil embargo and later 
by the skyrocketing price of 
Middle East crude. 

“Our nation’s excesses in the 
past decade came home to roost 
in the form of escalating in- 


flation and a softening in 
business. , 

“With the removal . of 
government controls, which-for 
several years had interfered 
with the normal corrective 
action of a free market, a surge 
in wages and prices took place. 

“Shortages also developed 
during this period as a direct 
result of these controls,” the 
chairman and president point 
out. 

“An important part of A. O. 
Smith's business is associated 
with the construction , and 
automotive markets, which 
were segments of the economy 
particularly hard hit. 

“However, those related to 
the petroleum and agricultural 
markets did well. 

“Our. capital expenditures in 
1974 of $28,650,000 were a record 
for the corporation. 

“Most of the money was spent 
to inerease capacity in those, 
areas where we feel that good! 
market potential exists. 

“We remain most _ef- 
thusiastic about, the growth 
potential of our subsidiary, A. 
O. Smith Harvestore Products, 
Inc., whose products have 
revolutionized the livestock, 
feeding industry. j 

“To support this, market 
opportunity, a new manufac- 
turing plant in DeKalb, Ill, 
which doubles capacity for 
structures, will be in full 
production in 1975. 

“An expansion of Har- 
vestore’s Elkhorn, Wis., plant 
was also begun last year. It will 
provide 50 per cent capacity 
increase in 1975 for unloaders 
used with Harvestore systems. 

“Other expansions begun in 
1974 include an addition to the 
Little Rock, Ark., plant of the 
Reinforced Plastics Division of 
A. O. Smith-Inland Inc, and the 
leasing of additional space in 
Tulsa, Okla., for the assembly 
of large metering systems for 
the Meter Systems Division 

“While we will be approving 
only the most essential capital 
expenditures in 1975, we will 
expand our water heater 
manufacturing capacity in 
Kankakee, Ill., when Har- 
vestore moves its structure 
manufacturing operation to 
DeKalb. 

“Our water heater business 
was operating at capacity in 
1973 and for a good part of 1974. 
and, therefore, we will need 
additional facilities to meet 
increased demand when the 
economy turns. 

“It would appear that 1975 
will continue to be a turbulent 
year, with the storm abating, 
hopefully, by year-end. 

“Our response has been, 
and will continue to be, to 
batten down the hatches. and 
conserve the company’s 
fundamental strengths so we 
will be in good position to take 


_ full advantage of the upturn 


when it comes. 

“Action has been taken to 
reduce personnel as well as 
all types of corporate ex- 
pense, to increase efficiencies 
and to recover costs through 
increased prices to the 
maximum extent allowed by 
competition. 

“Perhaps the most insidious 
effect of inflation is the added 

strain it places on the cor- 
poration’s liquidity in the form 
of the extra dollars neéded just 
to finance the same unit 
volume. 

“As a consequence, effective 
cash flow management is 
becoming even more im- 
perative. 

“This subject has received a 
great deal of attention, 
_resulting in specific cash use or 
‘cash generation goals for each 
of A. O. Smith’s various 
businesses which will result in 
an improvement in the com- 
pany’s liquidity — and a major 
reduction in short-term in- 
debtedness over the next two 
years. 

“To aid in this objective, and 
to report financial results more 
appropriately in an inflationary 
environment, the board of 
directors elected in December 
to adopt the LIFO method (last 


in, fiPst out) of valuing the 
majority of our domestic in- 
ventories beginning with 1974. 

“During 1974, F. Perry 
Wilson, chairman’ and chief 
executive officer of Union 
Carbide Corp., was elected to 
the board of directors. 

. “He replaced Elisha Gray II, 
former chairman of Whirlpool 
Corp., who served on the board 
since 1968. 

“While we regret Mr. Gray's 
retirement from the board, and 
will miss his excellent counsel, 
we are pleased that Mr. Wilson, 
an experienced and able 
business leader, has joined us. 

“Although 1974 was a difficult 
year, and 1975 appears to 
present additional difficult 
challenges, we feel confident 
that we have the people at A. O. 
Smith to not only weather this 
unusual period, but to come out 
it stronger and more vigorous 
than ever,” Smith and Kuechle 
concluded. 

Unit sales of A. O. Smith auto 
frames were off 33 per cent 
froma year ago while unit sales 
of truck frames were down 
about 15 per cent from 1973: 

Total division dollar sales, 
however, were down only 15 per 
cent because of inflation, from 
$315 million to $274 millon. 

Profits were adversely af- 
fected by higher material costs, 
material shortages, and the 
adversé effects of very low 
volume followed by excessive 
volume. 

As a result of these factors 
and a three-week strike at-the 
Milwaukee plafit, Automotive 
Division profits were off sub- 
stantially from 1973 on a 
comparable accounting basis. 

After allowing for the effect of 
the change from the FIFO to 
LIFO inventory valuation 
method, the division reported a 
loss for the year. 

In the early part of 1974, the 
Automotive Division was hurt 
by precipitous drop in sales 
when consumer withdrew 
from the passenger car 
market as a result of the 
gasoline shortage. 

At one point in ‘the first 
quarter, production _—_of 
passenger car frames was 50

per cent below the first quarter 
of 1973 and the Automotive 
“Division had nearly 3,000 em- 
ployes on layoff. 

Then almost as suddenly as 
sales fell, new orders began 
coming in, requiring overtime 
and weekend work to keep up 
with demand. 

A shortage of steel added to 
the problem of proper 
scheduling, causing higher 
production costs for the 
division. 

In the third quarter, the 
division’s Milwaukee plam 
suffered the first strike in: its 
history. 

After the three-week walkout, 
a new contract was approved 
and employes returned: to 
substantial backlogs which had 
built up during the shutdown. 

In the latter part of 1974, with 
new car sales falling at an 
alarming rate and unem- 
ployment spreading throughout 
the auto industry, A. O. Smith 


continued to produce passenger , 


car and truck frames at nearly 
record levels. 

This occurred because much 
of the decline in auto sales came 
in the smaller vehicles which 
use fewer A. O. Smith 
manufactured parts. 

Sales of the intermediate and 
larger passenger cars, as well 
as trucks, continued at’ a 
relatively good pace through 
the end of the year, although 
some slowing of orders was felt 
in December at both the Granite 
City and Milwaukee plants. 

The division began a cost 
reduction drive in early 1974 
that substantially reduced 
overhead. 

The number of permanent 
_personnel in the division was 
reduced and certain programs 
were curtailed or delayed. 

A. 0. Smith automotive 
engineers continued in 1974 to 
demonstrate the advantages of 
separate chassis frames with 
particular emphasis on the 
smaller vehicles which, in 
many cases, do not use isolated 
chassis structure. 

As the market for smaller 
cars expands, the market for 
high-quality small cars may 
grow even faster. |

compact vehicles incorporating 
various concepts for isolating 
chassis vibrations from the 
passengers. 

These cars have been studied 
with interest by automobile 
compariy engineers, a division | 
spoke says.

A program to reduce energy! 
consumption resulted in the, 
division's Milwaukee plant) 
earning one of five national) 
awards presented in 1974 by 
Iron Age, a leading industrial) 
publication, for energy con- 
servation. 

It cited the plant for a 50 per” 
cent reduction in steam 
requirements for parts washing 
operations. * 

This and other measures have 
resulted in a reduction in total 
heating energy for . the 
Milwaukee plant of about 40 per 
cent. 7 

Despite the problems cited, 
overall sales by A. O. Smith 

in 1974 reached $590 
mn, almost matching the 
previous year’s $605 million. 
Sales of automotive products, 
electric motors and railroad 
‘ equipment dropped from $390 
million to $344 million, but there

Wants new effort to create a mall 


To the Editor: 

Can anyone in the business 
community or the city govern- 
ment tell the people of Granite 
City what happened to the plans 
to establish a mall area 
downtown? 

I suppose the proposal has 
been quietly set aside, because 
there has been obviously no 
action taken to make the mall 
area a reality. 

During these times: of in- 
flation and recession, both 
downtown businesses and city 
government may find it easy to 
say ‘we have insufficent funds” 
or ‘‘the deficit would be too 
large for such a project.” They 
may be right. 

However, I would like to know 
why there was no immediate 
action taken to get the mall 
proposal moving and working 
for the community in early 1973 
when the proposal was officially 
presented? 

On March 8, 1973, the Press- 
Record reported a’ bond issue 
which would be retired from 
special assessments charged 
against owners of property in 
and adjoining the mall area. 

It was also reported in the 
same article that ‘‘construction 
cost (is) estimated at $250,000."" 

What happened to these 
plans? 

On March 26, 1973, Alderman 
Paul Schuler, mayoral can- 
didate, was quoted in a Press- 
Record article as saying that 
“our downtown area must be 
revitalized because, whether we 
admit it or not, a city’s down- 
town area reflects the mood and 
attitude of the community.” 

Thus far there has been no 


> “revitalization,” and the 
movement of business and 
general interest away from the 
downtown area is apparent. 

Also apparent is the rise in the 
cost of the project and the rise 
of apathy toward the project by 
business, city government and 
the community at large. 

Business and city officials 
continue to refuse to raise the 
necessary funds for a 
“revitalization” of downtown. 
They cannot expect the con- 
sumers to supply the extra 
funds by way of their shopping 
dollars when there are many 
other modern and convenient 
shopping areas in this com- 
munity .and nearby com- 
munities. 

Granite City needs a mall 
area for its downtown. 

An attractive mall area with 
convenient parking facilities 
could be the proper compet 
for the more modern shopping 
plazas of the north and east. 

A mall area could serve the 
south and west sectors of 
Granite: City ‘and the neigh- 
boring communities of 
Madison, Venice and the Army 
‘Installation quite adequately. 

However, if the downtown 
businesses and the city 
government continue their 
practice of inaction and lack of 

terest in fulfilling 
this potential “magnet” for new 
business, downtown Granite 
City will surely die. 

No, fellow Granite Cityans, 
downtown is not dead yet;

Describes Chilkoot Trail hike 


Miss Virginia Segar des- 
cribed in vivid detail a recent

“Under the circumstances, 
we shall seek an immediate 
increase in rates through the 
traditional rate case route. 

“We will act promptly to do 
so, and we will ask for interim 
rate relief to tide us over until 
the formal case is concluded. 

“Admittedly, for the first 

time in years, our 1974 earnings 
moved toward the level we need 
to insure the quality telephone 
service which the public ex- 
pects and deserves, 
- “But now, once again, our 
earnings are below the level 
authorized by the commission 
and will continue to trend 
downward. 

“It must be remembered that 
one good year after a series of 
bleak ones does not spell 
prosperity. 

“The irrefutable facts of life 
are that our expenses — in- 
cluding a wage and benefit bill 
or more than $355 million over a 
three-year period — climb 

“Last month, for example, 
our expenses increased twice as 
fast as our revenues compared 
with January 1974. We are 
earning less today than the 
commission authorized,’’ 
Latimer said. 

“We will ask the commission 
for a prompt rehearing of the 
CEAC case in the hope that we 
can demonstrate the merits of 
our proposal. 

“We are especially eager to 
refute the contention that this 
concept is an abdication’ of 
regulatory authority.

Production of 
steel rebounds 


Domestic raw steel 
production bounced back during 
January’ after hitting a 27- 
month low in December, when 
output was crimpéd by the year- 
end ,coal strike, newly-released 
statistics showed today. 

Mills in this country produced 
11,511,000 tons of steel in 
January, a jump of 551,000 tons 
from December's 10,960,000 
tons of output. 

During the first month of this 
year, basic oxygen and electric 
furnace steel production was up 
substantially from December. 
January BOF output was 
6,577,000 tons, compared to 
6,092,000 tons the previous 
month. Electric . furnaces 
poured ‘2,446,000 tons of raw 
steel in January, a’ gain of 
100,000 tons over December. 

Open hearth production 
continued to decline. in 
January, these furnaces made 
2,488,000 tons of steel, a drop of 
33,000 ‘tons from the month 
before. 

In January 1974, domestic 
steel production’ reached 
12,726,000 tons. Of this total, 
7,055,000 tons came from basic 
oxygen furnaces, 3,303,000 tons 
from open hearths and 2,368,000 
tons from electric furnaces. 

The steelmaking index, based 
on average 1967 production as 
100, stood at 106.5 in January 
1975. This compared with an 
index of 101.4 in December and 
111.1 in November.

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Malpractice 
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MORRIS B. CHAPMAN 


Attorney Morris B. Chapman, 
one of the most active lawyers 
in malpractice suits in this 
region, told the Press-Record 
Friday he met in late February 
at Chicago and New Orleans 
with officers of a national bar 
association and with medical 
delegates on the malpractice 
issue. 

He said the discussions were 
held “in an effort to solve the 
problem that: has arisen 
regarding malpractice in- 
surance.”” 

The local attorney com- 
mented that “investigation of 
the problem disclosed that the 
demand by some insurance 
companies has not resulted 
from excessive verdicts or the 
volume of claims.” 

He contended that ‘‘medical 
societies used one insuror 
principally to underwrite all the 
members of its organization 
within a particular state or 
area. 

“This has created a monopoly 
of the business in just a few 
insurance carriers and has 
eliminated many competing 
carriers who would otherwise 
be in the field," Chapman 
alleged. 

“Insurance companies have 
had drastic reductions in their 
assets because of depressed 
economic conditions. 

“Their portfolios of in- 
vestment stocks have suffered 
severe losses because of the 
stock market decline,’’ the 
attorney continued. 

“In order to recoup some of 
these losses, and because they 
lacked competition in the field, 
these companies have raised 
premiums exorbitantly without 
regard to loss or risk ex- 
perience,” he charged. 

“Doctors and hospitals are 
the innocent victims of this 
effort,’ he added. 

Chapman said a committee 
that met in Chicago in February 
conferred with insurance of- 
ficials to ‘negotiate ap- 
propriate and fair premiums 
with other carriers for these 
risks. 

“In addition, legislation is 
being introduced to compel 
these companies to be subject to 
rate determination based on 
loss experience by: the state 
regulatory commissions, as is 
done in the automobile 
surance industry,” he alleged. 

“Another bill also is pending 
to provide for assigned risk of 
any professional or hospital not 
receiving insurance.

Group 9 bankers tomeet Road bond program 


Noise and pollution after Lambert 
expansion are called unacceptable 


The St. Louis Metropolitan 
Area Airport Authority’s 
executive director, Arven H. 
Saunders, told the board last 
week that an analysis of the 
latest master plan for Lambert 
Field is continuing and in the 
next few weeks will be ready for 
forwarding to the Federal 
Aviation Administration and 
the Department of Transporta- 
tion, as required by law. 

The Airport Authority is 
urging creation of a major new 
airport at ‘Columbia-Watérloo, 
ml. 

One nearly-completed phase 
of the analysis of the Lambert 
master plan covers environ- 
mental impact and is being 
conducted with the assistance of 
Arthur D. Little, Inc., an in- 
ternationally respected con- 
sulting organization, Saunders 
said. 

Briefly, the Arthur D. Little 
experts find: 


1. The master plan “grossly 
underestimates”’ the size of the 
area and the number of people 
around Lambert who will be 
subjected to increased noise 
impact through “im- 
provements” and expansion 
programs. 

2. Implementation of the 
master plan would significantly 
increase ait pollution around 
Lambert; the most serious 
increase would be created by a 
poceceet new airport access 
reeway which would parallel 
Interstate 70. 

‘The consultants point out that 
the St. Louis area’s ‘highest 
level of carbon monoxide in 
excess of standards has been 
measured along the I-70 
corridor."* 

3. The master plan would 
leave to the communities and 
the individuals living around 
the airport the cost burden of 
dealing with the problem of 
increased noise. 

The Arthur D. Little firm 
emphasizes that such cost and 
such impact must, under 
federal law, be dealt ‘with by a 
master plan—both in terms of 
whether the plan even meets 
legal restrictions against ad- 


verse environmental impact, 
and in terms ofthe aitport 


bearing the cost of correcting _ 


problems created by im- 
provements leading to heavier 
use. . 

In this connection, the City of 
St. Louis already has had to pay 
$2 million to adjoining property 
owners; the responsibility and 
the obligations are well 
established in the Lambert 
vicinity, Little said., 

The Los Angeles airport now 
handles fewer passengers than 
the master planners project for 
Lambert. Damage -claims 
already in litigation against the 
City of Los Angeles total billions 
of dollars, it was asserted. 

The Arthur D. Little firm 
questions many of the master 
planners’ assumptions about 
aircraft mix and size, runway 
usage patterns and a two-angle 
approach pattern that underlie 
the planners’ estimates of noise 
impact. 

Saunders commented, “The 
references to the two-angle 
approach pattern speak only of 
current debates over safety. 

“‘As the Authority knows, the 
evaluation team that reported 
findings at the special meeting 
Feb. 12 emphasized that the 
two-angle approach could not be 
used with the proposed in- 
strument system on which the 
master plan depends for in- 
creasing Lambert's capacity to 
handle . additional aircraft 
takeoffs and landings. 

“Indeed, the analysis of the 
environmental impact of the 
master plan reinforces the 
conclusions of the evaluation 
team.” 

Saunders noted that 
evaluation team said: 

“There is little increase in 
capacity available at Lambert 
for the future aircraft mix of air 

carrier and commuter traffic. 

“Lambert will become an 
increasingly crowded, marginal 
operation as movement rates 
are increased. 

“Lambert cannot have first- 
class instrument approach 
capability. 

“Thus, if the St. Louis 
metropolitan area desires first-

Brann said: - 

1. The bond proceeds will be 
funneled into the general 
revenue funds, not the road 
funds. Yet, highway user taxes 
will be used to pay off the bond 
principal and interest. 

2. It appears the bond 
proceeds will be used to 
maintain roads by resurfacing 
and patching, which lasts for 
about five years. But the state 
will be paying for them for the 
next 29 years. “This would be 
the first time in Illinois history 
that highway bond funds will 
have been used for maintenance 
operations,”? Brann said 

3. It appears the road 
program goals will use up less 
than half of ‘the total authorized, 
with no specifics as to what $300 
million in bond proceeds will be 
used for. 

4. The bond program will 
“only delay the bankrupting of 
the road fund for two years,” 
forcing additional motor fuel 
tax increases. * 

“The State Chamber urges 
the legislature to carefully 
consider the proposed. use of 
these bonds, and their 
advisability,’ Brann said. 
“This needs time for considera- 
tion.” 

He suggested that the 
legislature carefully examine 
the uses made of present high- 
way user taxes. ‘The amount of 
highway user taxes for road 
construction has been getting 
smaller and smaller in the last 
few years,” he said. 

“The condition of the road 
fund, the uses’made of the fund 
and its future have to be taken 
into context as a major 
problem.”

Field,” the team. concluded. 

Saunders remarked to the 
Airport Authority board, “As 
“already discussed, the Parsons 
master plan‘ falls short in 
providing the additional 
capacity that the St. Louis area 
must have. 

“In addition, as the Arthur D. 
Little report points out, the 
master plan fails to comply with 
the basic limitations under 
which the federal government 
authorized and heavily financed 
the planning, in the first -place. 

“The terms said that the 
master plan study ‘shall not 
extend beyond Lambert's 
present boundaries to land 
areas the acquisition of which 
would be economically or 
technically infeasible, involve 
unreasonable adverse en- 
virénmental impact, or would 
cause unreasonable residential 
dislocation...’ 

“Clearly, the Arthur D. Little 
analysis shows that the 
recommendations of the master 
plan violate both of these 
restrictions. 

“Thus, the master plan has 
two fundamental deficiencies. 
First, it does not provide the 
needed capacity. Second, im- 
plementation of the plan would 
violate existing federal laws 
and regulations. 

“In light of these vital 
defects, we believe the federal 
government should reject the 
Parsons master plan, direct 
that the plan be revised to allow 
improvement of Lambert to the 

limited extent possible, and 
‘approve the Authority's ap- 
plication to develop a new 
major airport for St. Louis at 
Columbia-Waterloo,"" Saunders 
concluded.

First indictment on 
lottery law violation 


Illinois Attorney General 
William J. Scott and Cook 
County State’s. Attorney Ber- 
nard Carey announced’ Thur- 
sday in Chicago the return of 
the first: indictment involving 
violations of the Illinois Lottery 
Act. 


Indicted Thursday by a Cook 
County grand jury was 
Encarnacion Soto, 35, of 1407 W. 
Erie St. Chicago. The in- 
dictment charges Soto with one 
count of altering a lottery ticket 
and one count of forgery. * 

Scott alleged that Soto’s 
alteration was meant to qualify 
him for an immediate $1,500 and 
for participation in the 
“‘Millionaire’s Game.”" 


Soto bought the ticket at a 
supermarket in his neigh- 
borhood and attempted to turn 
it in at a State Lottery Claim 
Center, it is contended. The 
alteration was caught by a state 
lottery computer. 

Scott pointed out that 
forgeries, even those almost 
undetectable by the human eye, 
are rejected immediately by the 
lottery computer, to which all 
lottery claims for more than $20 
are subjected. 

Altering a lottery ticket is a 
Class 4 felony punishable by a 
prison term of oie to three 
years and a fine of $10,000. 
Forgery is a Class 3 felony 
punishable by a prison term of 
one to ten years and a fine of 
$10,000.
